lightful croam cakes In the precincts oi 
one's own kitchen, as I know from ex- 
perience. The friouci who pave me this 
recipe superintended tiie lirst opi'ration, 
and the result was very satisfactory in- 
doeil. Boil together ono pint of water 
with half a pound of butter; as soon as 
it reaches the boiling point stir in three- 
quarters of a pound of llour; let it oook 
H moineiit, and v(hen cool add ton ojjgs 
well h 'aleii and a scant tcaspoonfulof 
saleralu^ and ono ol salt, difsolved in a 
vory little lioilinp water. Urop with a 
apoon on buttered tins a little distance 
apart. Bake In quick oven; they w, II 
putt' in baking. When done ami rolil. 
cut OHO side largo enough fi insert tl't) 
cream with a spoon, Tbla 'Will make 
sixty cakes. I1ie dream Is made by 
boat'np two cnjis of siipar witli four 
cpgs; mill a cup of llour ami xs niin li of 
a quart of milk as is required to uiaku 
smooth and thin paste; runt the re- 
mainder o{ tho milk to boiling, and 
poor the above niixturo into it: stir 
poai^ntly optil it is sulVieiently thick- 
ened; flavor witli vaullla. Uo not use 
it until it is cold. It should bo made In 
a custard or lasiua kotth).— Cor. RwaX

At birth, almost the andra aortace of 
the body la cover with Una, loft lialra. 
T1.080 fall off and are replaced by others 
sniallcr and weaker than the lirst ones, 
except over the scalp, tho eyebrows and 
tbd eyelashes. Later on In life in some 
bituatlons the hairs become greatly de- 
veloped, especially tliose of the beard of 
man, and about tlie entrances of the 
nose iiml ears in advanced life. The 
hairs, like the nails, are simply speeial 
niodilieations of llie skin; mad,' up of 
tliu saiiio materials ami. lilie it, siiliject 
to many di.scases. Tlie skin i.s iiuole up 
ol colls which are at tirsl deeply situated, 
soft and sponey in structure, hut as 
they aro pushed up toward the surface 
hv llie eonlinueil formation of now onef, 
lii'i'omo b:ir,l iiml liorny. In most siliiu- 
tions the ceils of the skin proper be- 
come loosened, and after they have 
MU'ved a proper time as a proteotlve to 
tiie iimlerlyiiip parts, they fall off and 
are loKl. 'i'liosc wliieli compose the 
liuir, on Uio contrary, booomo closely 
atuiehed to the Bext one above them, 
and push tha Old ones before thorn In 
the shalio of a eontlnnons. fibrous col- 
umn. The lower colls overlap live o* 
six of those In ailvance, and, as thev 
li.'irden, botsome practically fused wttli 
ilieiii, 

Tho essential parts of a ha'r aro tlio 
root and shaft. The root is imbedded 
ducp bdow tliegcneral surface of the sk n 
in a little sack or pocket, into wliiel-. 
o|H)n8 a small gland that furnishes it 
\tith a natural "hair oil" that keeps It 
from IhiCom ng brittle. At the bottom 
of the sack (follicle) is a eolleclion ol 
livin;; cells, freely supplied with blood 
vessels and nerves, fho outer of IIii'Sl' 
colls ara piisliod up by tit growth ol 
new ones, oiid tlius the hair Is started 
on its wav toward the surface. The 
layer of sdin In whioh tlie mot isbccliled 
is that which contains the coloring mat- 
ter tliat gives tho tint to tho oompTuxion 
of thil d iruront races of men and to in- 
dividuals in each race. Henee liie 
means of eoioriiii^ the hair are suppl 
with the lualcrlars which make up Us 
iirimary structure. The shaft of each 
liair ik iiard and horny externally, but 
contains within a core of softer, more 
spongy matx^rlnl, through wli'cli nu- 
irltivu flu ds from the rout aro able to 
lind their way, at least daring youth 
and the younger periods of adult life. 

The color of tlie liair deiienils on tho 
prop.'r color of the liair-ceils, tiio hair 
pigment (which is the saiiio eolorIn<' 
material as tints tlie ooinploxlon) and 
the amount of air contalnetl In tlie 
shaft Tho proper color of the hair- 
colls, accordingto Its Intensity, produces 
a pale, bl.inde or deep-red color. Tlio 
brownish Idack eolorinp matter gives ail 
shades of brunette coloration, from pale 
lirowii to olxiny black. Combinations 
of those two pive all shades bctwi-on that 
exiiililleii bv the fairest .Saxon ami tbo 
bbii-kesl lltliicipiiiii. Want of Hum' col- 
oring nialeriais makes tlie iiair pray ami 
transparent, and If there *bc nuiei'i air 
containetl In the outer parts of the shaft, 
combined willi deticieney in eolorinp 
imitli rs. then tin. opaque whlleucss of 
old ago is produced. Illiick is llic al- 
most unlTerf>al color, blondca being 
found only among tho Germans, Celts, 
Slavs and Vinns, and occasionally among 
the Armenians and Semites, fled hair 
is found In' individuals of all racos. 

Th'ishaoiiofthabalrvnflea; in some 
It is rouiia— in these It remains stra'pht 
Those which aro oval or Hat eurl in 
many directions and degrees. The na- 
tives of Amoricn, the Polynesians and 
.Malays have the straiplilest, while the 
ciirPcst Is found among the Bushmen 
and negroes of Africa. Tho Indo-Eu- 
ro)>can race, or Aryans, have hair tak- 
ing a middle ground betwean these ex- 
tremes. '1 he direction of the hair de- 
pends upon that of its root When it Is 
iiormittiMl to prow long the direction 
may, of course, b.i changed to some ex- 
tent— fit. Imtii aiobe-Semoeral.

Tho thistle podlgree Is a long and 
curioas one. The gftrap forms ap- 
parently tlic '»ntral and most primitlvo 
existing trlly of the oompoalto iamily 
and it beara in ita own (eatnres the vis- 
ible marks of a vast prcviaua evolution- 
ary history. Starting apparently from 
blossoms witli five ilistinct and separate 
yellow petals, like me buttercups, tho 
ancestors of thistlchood graiiually 
progresaed, as It sooiiis, by Insect solso- 
tion, to a condition something like that 
of the harobeil or the Canterbury boll. 
In whioh tho po^ls have coaleseed at 
their bases into a single larpe and 
unlteil tulK". Clustering topetlier next 
int<i eloKoly serried lieads, like tho.se ol 
the scabious, tho rampions and the com- 
mon, blue abaenablt, thev endeavored to 
make OfrftrtntrlndlrMnal minuteness 
of their dwarfed llowers by the numlxir 
and mass eollei'ted 111 a group on tliu 
summit of each stum. In this way thoy 
gradually aaaomod' the distlnetivo 
crowded eOmposlte form, each floret 
consisting of a tubular fivtt-lobod corolla, 
a calyx reduced to hairs or down and a 
single tiny sued like fruit Of this stage 
In tho dovolopmont of the family the 
simpler and less specialized membDr of 
till' tliisile proup, auch aa tlie unarmed 
siiw-woiks and the Alpine saus- 
surea, are now the host fur- 
viviiip representatives. From sonio 
inch early central form the evolving 
composites split up and divcrsilied 
themselves Into all thoir astonishing 
and almost Inercd.ble exi.slinp variety. 
Sonio of lliein. vaiyliip but lillie in 
minor details from the parent stock, ac- 
quired prickly leaves ai^d grow Into t|)a 
thistle kind, or doyclope<r hooked Bnd 
sticky Involucres, and were known as 
burdocks. Otlnis. prodmlup at ibelr 
oilge a row of brilllantly-ooiored and at. 
tractlrettMlkrwhleh serro the uurposo 
of iietala ior the compound head, 
braaehcd Off Into nil thu marvelous 
we;illh o( diataes, asters, snnllower.s, 
in«rlgul<h, dahlias, gulden rods, ox- 
eyea and einarariaa. In yet otbera the 
whole niasa of florets, central as well as 
external, has iis..Hnii\l the rayl'ke or 
.slraplike form; ami to this group 1h'- 
long the daiidullou.s hawkweiils. s:il 
slllos, lettuces, sow tbiatleai' chicories 
nippleworts and oatsonrs. By far llie 
most Bncce«.sful of all tlowcrliig plants 
the composites have taken i)0.sac8s:on in 
one form or aiiollier of the wlioln 
world, and among the entire wealth ol 
thoir oxtrnordinary diversity tliero Is no 
group more universally fortunate than 
the cuninioii thistle. What from the 
imrolv apriculliirai point of v'ew wo 
di'scnbe ;i.s a very perst^teiil ami alinot^t 
inerad'ialile weeil, from llie li plier bio- 
logical point of view wo should moro 
properly regard as n dominant and ad- 
mirably Milapted spoeli's of iilaiit. Tbo 
one cone, ■ptinii is inni'Iy iiitrrow, prac- 
tical and human; tho utiior is positive^ 
philoaophioal and anlTeraal-M^Hy. 
,«a»'« il9g(uin». 



After all. It Is tho ground birds that 
puzzle the human oologlst. Cro8.sing a 
brook, I saw what I regarded a.s almost 
infallible signs that a pair of Maryland 
ycilow-tliroats had begun to build liesido 
it Unloss I was entirely at fault, tho 
nosl must be within a ccrlain two or 
tliree Si|uare yanls and I devol.'ii biilf 
an hour, more or less, to ransaekinp lliu 
prass ami iiu.shes. till I llioiipht e\i'ry 
inch of the pround had Ijccn gone over; 
but all to no purpo.4fl. Continuing my 
walk. I mit^ei'd after awhile tliat the 
male wiirljler was aceompanyinp me ep 
tlii^ liiiisicle, appari'iilly ch lirmimd lo 
see me safely oul of the way. Coming 
to tlia same lirouk again tlie'nuxt morn- 
ing, I halted for anothor search; and lo! 
11 in a moment my eyo fell upon tiio 
coveteil nest, not on the ground, but 
perhaps eight Inches from it. In a littin 
elurop of young golden-rods, which 
would soon overgrow it completely. 
The female jiropr'etor w:is jircscnl, and 
nianifc.^leil so imieli (■(unerii lliat I 
would nol tarry, but made rather ns If 
I had seen nothing, and parsed on. It 
was some time beforo I observed that 
she was kcpinp alr.np besidi- me. ]>re. 
ciseiy a.s her mate hail lion.' III!' ila; 
fori^. The iiiiiix.'cnt creatures, sorely 
pestered as they were, could hardly lio 
bianiod for sucli )>recant ons; yet it is 
not pleasant to bo "shadowed" ns asus- 
pieii'ns character, even by Maryland 
yellow-throals. 

Tills was niy lirst iie^t of a very i oiii- 
nion warbler, and 1 fell parlieiiiarly 
solicitous for Its i-afely; but alasl no 
sooner w.as the lirst epp laid tlian some 
tiiinpor somebody earrieii ilolV. :oid the 

alliiileil cnuplo de-crlisl the li,,u~,. 

wliieii till y liiid cxpeniieil so mii.'li laljor 
and anxiety. 

Not far b,\vond the yellow-throats' 
brook, and almost ilirecify under one ol 
liie pi wec>' links, wa~ a nrsl whieii pre. 
ty certainly beioiiped to a pair of ciie 
winks, but which was already forsaken 
when I found It though I Ikmi then no 
iiikllup of the f;icl. Il eoiUaliieil four 
v'^'^^, I'Vi-ry lii np w:i> in perfect or 
iler. 'l lie iiiiither had gono away, niid 
never come baok; having fallen a Tic- 
tim, |irobably to some ooucotor, human 
or iuiiuiiuui. Tile trapi-dy w;is p.-cn- 
liar: and the lr;ipie:ii elieel of it was 
heightened lui day after day, for nearly 
a fortnight at loast (I cim not say for 
how much lonmT), the beautiful epps 
lay there entireTy iiueovored, and yet no 
skunk. s,|iiirr.'i or other devourer of 
such dainties happened to spy tlioni. 
It seemed doubly sail that so manf 
|irecious nests should bo roblxid, while 
this set of wortlile.ss epp^ was left lo 
spoil. 

I have already mentiomsl tlie iiousB- 
keepinp of a eiuiple of ehiekad.'c.. 
low birch slump. Tlieirs was one of 
three titmouse ncsLs jii-l tiii ii i i:iimiiij 
my attention. I visited il fn.,|ueiitly 
from tbo time when the jiair were iiard 
at work making the cavity up lo tlio 
time n lieii tho brood were nearly ready 
lo shift for themselves. Both birds took 
their share of the digging, and on sov 
oral occasions I saw one feeilinp til 
oilier. After the epps w.'i e depii-ilnl 
the inollicr (or the sitU'r) ilispiayed ad 
nilrable ronrapi*, refusing again and 
again lo quit her jiost when I |>ccred in 
upon her. ami oven when with my eano 
I rapped siiiarlly upon the sluniji.' if 1 
put my lingers into tho hole, however, 
she followed them out in hot haste. 
Evon when most seriously disturbed by 
my attentions the pair inade use of no 
otlier notes lliiiii llie eouiinon rhictmili-e, 
da; hut these they suinctlnics delivurud 
in an unnaturolfy aliarp, faalt-finding 
tone. 

My two other titmouse nests were 
both in apple-trees, and ono of them 
was in my own door-yard, though lie- 
yond eonveiiii'iil reach without tiie help 
of a ladilur. The owners of this last 
were interustlug for a very decided 
change In their lielmvor after the young 
wore liatehed. ami espeeially as the time 
for the llltle ones' rvoibis drew near. 
At first nolwiilisiaiiiliiip liieir door 
opened right upon liie street, as it were, 
within a roil or two of passinp horse- 
cars, the fallior and mollier went in and 
out without the least app:ii eiit loni ern as 
to who might bo watcliing tlioin; but 
when they came to be feeding their hun- 
gry oiVspring, it was almost lauglialilo to 
witness the .little craft ness lo which 
lliey resorted. Tiiey would percii on one 
of ilie outer branches, call ch ctiulir. i/i c, 
fly a little near, thtm likely enough go 
further off, till tinallv. after a variety of 
such "false motions*' into tho hole they 
would duck, as if noliody for the world 
must bo allowed to know whore they 
ho'l goife. It was really wonderful how 
expert they grew at entering quickly. I 
poiidoriHl a good dca^ver their e 
tinual calling on such oceiusioii.s. Il 
seemed foolish and ineonsislent; liaif 
tiie time 1 sliould have f.iilcd to notii o 
tlieir iipproacli, had they only kept still. 
Toward the ond, however, when tho 
chicks inside tho trunk could Iw heard 
artii'uiat'np (•/oV/.-.i ,',v, f^ci', witii perfect 
diRliiicliics*. it occurred to me that po.s. 
sibly all tills porsLsteut repitition of the 
phrase by tho old birds had bc>cn only 
or mainly in tho way of tuition. At all 
events, the yoiinpsters had this part ol 
thu elilekadeso voealiulary right at their 
tongues' end, as wo say, before making 
their debut in tho great world.— frod-

orated 6,034, wllh a total spirit-pro. 
dutiiig capacity of 188.787 gallons 
per day. This is a falling off, as tl e 
. producing capacity of similar dislil- 
ieries operated Sept 1, 1880 was 282,- 
933 gallons per day. 19,195,132 bush- 
els of grain were made Into spirits, 
an increase of 1,340,129 bushels over 
the prevloiis year. The number of 
gallons of spirits produced was 80,- 
344,320, an increase of 7,310,182 gal- 
Ions over Iho previous year, but 813,- 
000 gallons less than the average pro- 
duction since 1877.

Official circles are much oxerciocd 
over the rumor that the Chief of Po- 
lice here has instructed bis lieutenanta 
to keep an espionage over the move- 
ments of Congressmen and oth- 
er imblic men this coming winter, 
with the yiew of intluenciiig legisla- 
tion by the use of information thus 
gained. It is generally believed that 
some members after a hard day'i 
work in tlie halls of Congress, throw 
oil' the cares of public duties and re- 
gale themselves by visiting glittering 
halls of pleasure which they would 
not be seen entering, except under 
the dark shades of evening, for fear 
of public opinion. The fears of the 
guilty, however, may be quieted, as 
the chief has promptly denied any 
foundation for the scandal) and pre- 
ferred charges of conduct uniMcoiu 
Ing an officer fgalnst the lieutenant 
giving currency to the story. Tins 
lieutenant has been an applicant fur 
Iho position of Chief of Police for 
several years past, and Just prior to 
the appointment of the present chief 
a few months since, bad a strong and 
inlluential backing for the oflice, but 
failed to get the plum. The lieuten- 
ant's trial is set for the coming week. 
While members of Congress have 
their weaknesses, still they are no 
worse than ollu r men and condncl 
themselves when here in a highly 
commendable manner, considering 
the many temptations they are sub 
jected to. 

The President, since his marriage, 
has become much more sociable than 
before, and this winter will not live 
near so secluded as last Within the 
past f»w days he dined with Com- 
missioner Webb, one of the trlnmvi 
rate that rules over the District The 
number at the dinner wuimail, but 
Included most of the Judges of the 
Supreme Conrt of the Uislrict and 
several prominent citizens of both 
political parties.

ProUUtlon iB Felitioi. 

The Prohibition party of Kentucky 
will hold a state convention at Louis- 
ville on the. Slst of next March and 
put out a state ticket. The question 
of prohibition la one likely to cause 
trouble with Ihe old parties in the 
future history of the country. It is 
a question that is growing into such 
praportious that it will shortly be- 
come an issue. Prohibition is not a 
principle but a sentiment Princi- 
ples never die, but live on even 
though tho parlies founded upon 
them may die and bo forgotten. A 
prohibiiion party could be a party of 
but one idea, one purpose and one 
sentiment When lis object had been 
accomplished there wo(ild be nothing 
else to do and the piohibitioiiials 
who would keep harpingon the same 
old string ul'lcr there was nothing to 
play tor, and kic|i i linging In a ilead 
issue, would Ijccoino logics, fanatics 
and cranks. I'ruliibilioii is a senli- 
nient which should ho confined to 
comniuuities and keptuutside the do- 
main of politics. But the progi-ess 
made by the temperance people with- 
in the last few years clearly indicates 
that there will soon be a third party 
of troublesome proportions. We are 
sorry to see thai there is to be an at- 
tempt to inject prohibiiion Into tlie 
politics of Kentucky. Third parties 
alwsya Injure the dominant party and 
this will be especially true in Ken- 
tucky iu this InsUnce, because the re- 
cruits of the Prohibition parly must 
come principally from the nemo, rat 
ic parly. The question is one iliai 
should be settled outside ofpoliti 
as it has already been solved in this 
and over 50 other counties of ICcii 
lucky. Aft3r the object is gained 
•'Law and Order" clubs can render 
all necessary apsislaiice i:i enforcing 
the law. 'I'lieid can be Democratic 
prohibitionists and Republican nro 
hibillonists, hut when Ihe adherents 
of either party forsake their party 
principles to run off after a single 
moral idea they beooine cranks. As 
well might a man try to carry bis re- 
ligion or bis masonry into politics as 
to try to fonnd a party on the single 
idea of securing the passage of pro- 
hibitory laws against the liquor Iraf- 
lio. 

In the recent eonlesl in this county 
all parties, denominations and races 
were represented In the fight for pro- 
hibition and now since prohibition 
has heea secured, each voter can con- 
tinue to afliliate wllh his party. This 
is as it should he and we trust no 
Democrats in Christian county will 
be led astray by any set of men who 
are anxious to gain notoriety by fig- 
uring as the leaders of a third party 
It is a question of but a few years 
when the State of Kentucky will do 
as Maine, Kansas, Iowa and oth- 
er Stales have done and submit the 
question of prohibition to a vote of 
the people. If it shoulu be passed 
then there would be no further need 
for a prohibition organitallon. If it 
should fail then whatever organized 
effort* were afterward* made would 
be much more effective if made inde- 
pendent of politic*. Whenever 
a few doubtful date* adopt pro- 
hibitory law* we will find that 
one or the other of the old parlies 
will adopt a prohibitory plank In its 
platform. In this way prohibition will 
become a national question, and such 
a stop taken by either party would 
destroy all the "campaign thunder' 
of an alleged "Prohibition parly" and 
its organization would straightway 
and necessarily Igpae into "inuocu- 
ou* de*netude.''

For the several veins 
preceding 1884 it was in anyil.iii^ 
but a proiperout coiidilioiif^ alttoMg'' 
tt wa* kept goiug :by a iopal patron-, 
age. In that year iitj. S. It Urum- 
baugh took cliarge of the ichool and 
at once brought tq b«far a|l hi* won- 
derful energlea, vnlirhig a^d peratst- 
ciit industry and-'raremeentivo (kill 
as manager audpHnetpalof the school 
He Jiiftiied new lil'v, now zeal and 
now fire into the friends of the insti- 
tution and backed by a lirst-clasa 
faculty he started in with e.Ycclleiit 
ln'iiKpecli', iiiit lini'dly liuil the Hpriiig 
seHsioii lie},'iin wlieii tlieeollice build- 
inn was doiilioyed by lire in Fcbriia- 
l y IHHi. Nothing dannlcd (ho iiido- 
I'atigablu Criitiiliaiigli bent all his en- 
ergies to the dilHeult work orrebuild- 
ing and ho was so snceessful iu this 
that the college building, lobuilt and 
improved, was ready for (he fall ses- 
ilo||i in 1881. The achool wis oponed 
to both lexe* and atarted out with 
over a hundred pupils. During the 
scholutio year of ten months 1U9 pu- 
pils were enrolled and the college 
was pulled out of it* condition of im- 
pairc»l uaefulne**^ and placed upon 
a plane of protperity, popularity and 
adyanoement During the aecond year 
tbI* number of pupil* wa* not only 
equaled. In aplte of the fkct that It 
wa* a dull year for aohqdi*, but the 
catalogue showed 179 enrollments 
during the *esaion. The third *eB*ion 
WH^ Ik'koii last Seiiteiuber and Hie 
first i|iiarl'.:r ended last week. The 
nuiiibar of pupils ill atteiidanee has 
already readied the niiprecedentcd 
total of ISU and the indications are 
that there will bo 2(10 or 2'iO matricu 
latcs licl'oic the M enioii closes. The 
school is for once eiijoyiii); a Kcnninc 
boom and the boom which is now 
three years old appears to have come 
to stay. The success attained is lar|>C' 
ly due to the'iiersonal oObrta of Maj 
Crambaugh, but be i* assisted in the 
cliMa-room* by a very strong and 
ti^oit excellent faculty. There are 12 
tirofe**or* and iu*tructor* and eight 
course* of *ludy, embracing Arts, 
Utters, Science, Engineering, Young 
Ladles' Course, Normhl Course, Cuni- 
inerclai Course and Preparatorv 
Conrae. Thorough Instruction is al- 
so given In muih:, painting and draw- 
ing. 

As staled above both sexes arc ad- 
mitted, but meet only iiithoclats 
rooms, under the eye of I lie iiinlnu t- 
or. Professor and .Mm. .las. K. Scobey 
reside in the l ollegc building and 
have charge iil'ihe \ ouiig ladica'hiiard- 
ng department. Tliey have had long 
]£perleuce in this business and air 
admirably suited to (ho work. The 
boarden are ticaled so kindly and 
onsiderately (hat they soon become 
as happy and contented as they could 
be iu their own homes. The excellent 
manner iu wliich the boarding de 
parlment ha* been conducted lias 
done much toward* adding to the 
popularity of tlie college. Young 
men are not permitted to board *t the 
College, bat are aaeommodated 
private famllle*. the male* act re- 
quired to dr«*a in nnllbrm and drill 
Iu military taotte*. Lieut A. J. Dab 
ney, late of the U. 8. Navy, is (he 
coinniandan( ofcadels and under his 
skillful nianagenicnt (ho drill h|* bC' 
come one of the most popularhiug 
features of the school. 

The males end females are aboii 
equally divided this year as they have 
beep in previous sessiuns. The plan 
ot co-education of the sexes haa 
proven to be a tueceea In erery re-° 
spcct 

About a year ago tlie school adopt- 
ed a regulatiou which la a pecniiur! 
ty of It* own. Monday is made the 
holiday of the week and achool 1* 
taught on Satnrdar instead. Thote 
who roatembor the bad le**on* on 
Monday morning* that ebaracterlzed 
their own school days, will at once 
*ee the wiadom of baring the holiday 
to come after. Inetead of before tlie 
Sabbath. The firet day'* le*Bons can 
thus be prepared the evoniiig before 
they are to be recited without dese- 
crating the Sabbath or neglecting do 
voii^iial exercises. The wonder is 
that other seliools do not see tho ad 
vantages in this and adopt tlic saifjc 
iilo.

No WzsiM for iht Fremt. 

The Board of Coniicilmen met Mon' 
day night to cnuslder the question of 
ilividiiig the city into wards. The 
Itouid is composed of four Republi- 
can.i and three Democrats who were 
elc(aeil In accordance with an agree- 
ment between the two parties In (he 
city that no i>olilic8 khould be brought 
into municipal nialtcrs. Tho llepub- 
lican members, although liiost of them 
really I'avor wards, were evidently 
afraid there w as some political sig- 
uificance (o be attached to the qucs- 
tlou and decided lo defer any decisive 
action until tho people could vote Tor 
or against wards on (he 8ili or Decem- 
ber, We are satisfied that the people 
want tho ward system established 
and unlessthe coloreil people arc mis- 
led into believing that it is "a trick 
to break up the Republican party," 
the prupoiitlon will be carried by a 
large ini|ority. The dirialon would 
be made by a Board which will have 
a majority of Republican member* 
and the number of wards and (be 
boundaries of tlie same would be left 
entirely to the Board, so that any. sen- 
sible man can see that the matter 
would be arranged by the domiuant 
parly (o suit (hemselves. We hope 
seethe wards cslnbllshed because 
we believe it to be a progressive and 
niiieli needed inuveineiit. It is ininia- 
tcrial to ns whether there be three, 
five or seven wards, or whether a ma- 
ority of them are Democratic or not. 
We do not think it wii*e to consider 
politics ill our city elections, but our 
citizens should vote for the best men 
rrespeotive of party. We are favor- 
able to the old Board as a whole and 
personally esteem every member on 
it, but it is not reproseutative, there 
being live of the seven members iu 
one quarter section of the city. How- 
ever, we favor iho re-election cf the 
old Board, provided the ward aystem 
can be adopted and established 1>e- 
fore the annual election of 1887. 
riiero have been too many elections 
this year to liave any more conteata 
and we do not propose to engage In 
any more. If a majority of the voters 
of the city are opposed to progress 
and advancement, but are content (o 
be classed with fossilirerous relics of 
liy-goiie ages and vole against waid', 
then llopkiiisville will have to go on 
reioi'd a.s liaviiig departed from lier 
usual cusioiii and taken at .least one 

backward step.

I.ol ino MOW give jrou some little 
tIeKcriptioii or the building aaltii 
uroiioaed to be. The little town of 
EilJyvllle, coiitalntiiK aome 600 peo- 
ple, 18 situated uii both siilcs of a 
coiie-abaped point which liescemls 
ulinosl ill a jirccipicelo llio Ciiinhei- 
laiid river 157 feet below. On lliis 
uuiiit llio priiioii is lotatcd. Tlie » all» 
liicloae au area of twelve acrcu. On 
the »j\ith Bide frontiiii; Main stirct h 
the "Adminislfatioh lluikiinu-" 1' 
lias three storivB and u hnKtim iii. 
Two flights of stono-ttcps ai ranged 
III a semi-circular form, reach from 
Main street to the front door. The 
building will he iiRcd fur offices for 
the Warden and Dcpiily \Vai'den,and 
I'm- an Armory. 'I'liu upiier nlorics 
will |ir(jvi(ie dwi'llin(;-|ila<'e» 'or their 
famiiiea and rouiiie fur the guardi. 
Tbil prison ia cutlrely dissociated 
from the prison proper by a stone 
jiaclltlon of the saqia strength and 
tliilknesa as the outer wall. 'I'lie 
buildiiii; itself la lurmounted by a 
tuwcr, llie sninniit of which is ICO 
feet from the foundation of the struct- 
ure. At the top of thio tower, there- 
fore, the observer Is 317 feet alwve 
tlie Cumberland river. The view 
from here will be truly magnilUcnt, 
One can sec twenty inilcs up the 
Cumberland valle)',aud looking west 
ward can probably diacern without 
•trained vifiion the junction nf llie 
Cumberlandand IlieTennesRce. IjOoI; 
nnilhward it is not Improbalile llial 
riincelon, llie (diinly i.oal of Cald- 
well, twelve inilc.-i away will be plain 
ly visible. 

rsnFFXT IK ALL ITS TAllTS. 

To the riffht of the main building 
stands cell-bouse No. 1, three-alorica 
high, and containing 117 cells. These 
are the beat cells in the prison. Ne\l 
to it comes cell-bouse No. 2, with 120 
eclls;tlicn joining it in the form of 
an L is cell-lioiiso No. 3, with 378 
cells. 'J'liiiR yon And accommodt' 
(|nn for Olo prisoners. The walls of 
all these buildings and the Inclosurr 
wall arc of solid graylimestonc taken 
from llio <|iiarriP9 two miles away 
and Iraiisporled by means of a train- 
way. Tliey are eight feet long, six 
feet wide, andin thecenter eight feet 
lilglj. The floor of every cell la of 
slone, and the roof is arched willi 
brick. These cells are so arranged 
iliat a guard can jiaas along a corri- 
<1or between the tiers, and by means 
of a sliding bar can at any time In- 
fX>fct the occupants. The buildings 
will bo heated throiighnnt with 
*leam, and will be entirely lire-proof. 
The roof will be of iron and stone. 
A recess in front of each cell-house 
furnlihea bath-rooms,dreaiiog-roomi 
etc. The means of communication 
are admirable. Tlioro can be no 
cfliiimiiiiicalinn between the prison- 
ers in the diflcreiit l ell-lioiiscs under 
any ciiciinislanrcn, Ijiit liy llie friiaidK' 
corridors the architect has cunningly 
deylaed a means of communlcatTon 
for the officers and guards. I think 
It Is no exaggeration to say that the 
prison, when tinislird, will be the 
most complete in detail and conve- 
' lilent for manogement in tlic world. 
The kitchen and workshops will be 
In the rear. The drainage ia admir- 
able. A reservoir in the center of 
the inclosiiip will fiMiiit.li the entire 
building' Willi water. II is )ii(ip(iM'd 
at some future period to build tliree 
additional cell-houses on the left of 
the main building, exact duplicates 
ofthoseonthe right. When this is 
done the prison will present a solid 
stone front of ('i8(i feet ill lengtli. In 
addilioii to ilie cenlral tower there 
will be small towers at each front 
comer, ao that the traveler, floating 
on the bosom of the .Cumberland, a 
few miles away, will be reminded, 
when his eyes rcat on this grand 
structure, of a baronial castle of the 
feudal times. 

TIIK Cohr (IF THE IMll.SOK. 

There basal read V boon approiiriatod 
for erecting this building $275.(XIO. 
Of the first appropriation of $m,m 
(here hag been expended |142,700 94. 
It Is believed that the remainder of 
the appropriation will be sufficient to 
complete the present buildings, and 
evpiy elTorl will be made lo have 
tlieni ready for the use of tho State 
within one year fh>m this time. The 
(arm belonging lo the prison lies 
bark of tho inclosniT, and with some 
fori ilizal ion ilie land will be very 
well adapted to gardening and farm- 
ing purposes. The brick used In the 
building is manufactured here. 

ThoC, 0.& 8. W. railroad runs 
within a mile of the prison. A switch 
will be built from ^he station to the 
wharf in front of the biiildiiiK. The 
freight which is shipped or discharged 
by water or train will be carried to 
and from tho wharf by means of an 
Inclined tramway rnniiing from the 
pi-iBon gale. Tlioie are two gateways, 
both having doiilile doors. When 
one door 1« open tht other is closed, 
thus elTeetually guarding agamst the 
possibility of ewnpe. After athor- 
iingh inspcclion of the new prison in 
all its details, I can onlv say. In one 
word, It ia admirable both in design 
and execution.
